Plans  have  been  announced  for  the  construction  of  a  new  four 
building  dorm  complex  on  the  lower  campus  of  Boston  College.  The 
complex  will  consist  of  two  twin  towers,  a  dining  hall  to  supply  food 
services  for  the  occupants,  and  an  infirmary  to  service  the  entire 
university. 

The  two  twin  towers  will  be  twenty-two  stories  high  each;  the 
one  providing  living  facilities  for  1 ,600  men  and  the  other  housing 
1,600  women.  Residents  in  each  tower  will  occupy  double  rooms 
which  will  contain  moveable  furniture  and  walls  constructed  of  a 
special  material  to  allow  students  to  mount  pictures,  posters,  and 
etc.  In  addition,  each  floor  will  provide  for  a  typing  room,  living 
room,  discussion  room,  lavatory  facilities,  and  living  quarters  for  a 
counselor.  The  women's  tower  will  provide  ironing  rooms. 

In  the  core  of  each  tower  will 
be  three  elevators,  two  stair- 
cases, a  janitor's  closet,  and  a 
linen  room.  The  core  will  be 
depressed  half  a  level  from  the 
outside  rooms,  thus  providing  a 
split-level  effect  for  the  building. 
The  elevators  will  stop  at  every 
other  floor  and  students  will 
have  to  walk  half  a  flight  to  their 
rooms.  Those  floors  on  which 
the  elevators  do  not  stop  will 
contain  a  mezzanine  lounge 
where  the  students  may  meet, 
recreate,  or  hold  social  activities. 
The  building  was  so  designed  to 
confine  the  noise,  thus  giving  the 
students  quiet  and  privacy  in 
their  suite. 

The  top  floor  will  contain 
several  lounges  which  will  be 
used  for  student  activities  and 
social  events  which  will  involve 
the  entire  tower.  Business  of- 
fices, reception  rooms,  and  an 
apartment  for  the  dorm  director 
will  be  housed  on  the  ground 
floor.  The  basement  will  provide 
trunk  storage  facilities,  clothes' 
rooms  with  washers  and  dryers,

Theology  Faculty  Committee 
Reviews  Department  Requirements 
and  Curriculum 

As  a  phase  of  the  study  of  the 
total  core  curriculum  in  the  under- 
graduate schools,  sponsored  by  the 
Committee  on  Curriculum  and  Edu- 
cational Policy  of  the  University  Aca- 
demic Senate,  the  Theology  Depart- 
ment has  elected  a  faculty  committee 
to  review  the  theological  require- 
ments and  curriculum. 

One  aspect  of  the  study  is  a 
carefully  structured  questionnaire 
which  has  already  been  administered 
to  one  half  of  the  undergraduates  to 
ascertain  their  views  concerning  the 
nature,  scope  and  sequence  of  the 
Theology  courses.  Views  of  the  other 
half  of  the  undergraduate  student 
body  will  be  obtained  early  in  Janu- 
ary. 

The  faculty  committee  will  report 
the  results  of  the  student  question- 
naire and  their  own  recommenda- 
tions to  the  entire  Theology  Depart- 
ment faculty. 

If  any  major  alteration  of  the 
Theology  requirements  is  recom- 
mended, they  will  ultimately  require 
approval  by  the  university's  Board  of 
Directors. 


Fr.  Joyce  Urges  Alumni 
Cooperate  on  Survey 

More  than  14.000  responses 
have  been  received  so  far  to  the 
University  survey  on  alumni  ca- 
reer development  and  alumni  ac- 
tivities since  leaving  Boston  Col- 
lege.

Urban  Planning  Bureau 
Established  At  School 
of  Social  Work 

A  grant  from  the  Committee 
of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund 
has  enabled  the  Boston  College 
School  of  Social  Work  to  estab- 
lish a  Bureau  of  Continuing  Edu- 
cation in  Urban  Planning.  Rev. 
John  V.  Driscoll,  S.J.,  Dean  of 
the  School,  in  announcing  the 
new  Bureau,  stated  that  it  was  in 
response  to  the  problems  of  pov- 
erty, deterioration  of  the  inner 
city,  influx  of  population  groups 
to  the  urban  areas,  racial  ten- 
sions, delinquent  behavior, 
crime,  unemployment  and  the 
chronic  poor  health  problems  of 
the  inner  cities. 

Frank  A.  Maloney,  a  graduate 
of  Brown  University  and  the 
School  of  Social  Work  ('55), 
who  has  been  Director  of  the 
Area  Organization,  Department 
of  United  Community  Services 
of  Metropolitan  Boston,  has 
been  named  Director  of  this  new 
Boston  College  activity.  Mr. 
Maloney  has  been  involved  in 
analyzing,  planning  and  adminis- 
tering social  welfare  programs 
with  the  U.C.S.,  community 
agencies  and  other  health  and 
welfare  groups. 

The  new  Bureau  will  conduct 
programs  of  social  agency  ad- 
ministration, community  organi- 
zation and  urban  planning 
through  various  courses,  work- 
shops and  conferences.  Social 
workers,  citizens  groups  and 
business  executives  involved  in 
community  problems  would  be 

involved  in  this  Bureau.  Mr. 
Maloney  said  the  effect  of  the 
urban  revolution  on  the  practice 
of  social  agencies  has  been  enor- 
mous. The  Graduate  School  of 


Executive  Management  Sem- 
inars to  be  Offered  Again  in 
March. 

In  response  to  the  requests  of 
the  technical  business  commu- 
nity of  Boston,  Boston  College, 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Thomas  H.  Suddath,  will  con- 
duct four  executive  programs  for 
middle  managers.  These  pro- 
grams will  focus  on  improving 
the  management  techniques  of 
middle  managers  in  research  and 

development  management,  fi- 
nancial management  and  techni- 
cal management  (management 
aided  by  computers). 

These  four  programs  are: 

Program  I.  The  course  in  fi- 
nancial management  is  addressed 
to  those  technical  managers  who 
have  had  no  exposure  to  finan- 
cial management.  This  program 
will  begin  with  basic  definitions 
and  techniques  of  financial  man- 
agement and  progressing  to  the 
sophisticated  techniques  of  dis- 
count cash  flow,  cost  of  capital, 
and  return  on  investment. 

Program  II.  The  course  in 
management  research  and  devel- 
opment is  structured  towards 
preparing  managers  to  assume 
more  responsibility  in  research 
and  development  management 
with  emphasis  on  the  modern 
techniques  of  project  manage- 
ment. 

Program  III.  The  course  in 
marketing  management  is  de- 
voted to  the  techniques  of  mar- 
keting strategies,  marketing 
research,  and  comparative  mar- 
keting techniques.  This  course  is 
specificly  directed  to  marketing 
managers  who  desire  exposure  in 
this  field. 

Program  IV.  A  program  in 
strategies  for  planning  new  tech- 
nical ventures.  The  purposes  of 
this  program  is  to  bring  togehter 
the  members  of  the  financial 
and  technical  communities  to 
discuss  strategies  for  achieving 
new  technical  ventures.  Ven- 
tures within  an  established  com- 
pany as  well  as  ventures  outside 
the  bounds  of  an  established 
organization  will  be  considered. 
This  program  is  addressed  to 
entrepreneurs  who  desire  ex- 
posure through  education  to- 
wards developing  financial  strat- 
egies in  a  new  enterprise.

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ANOTHER  KIND  OF  SERVICE  ORGANIZATION: 
THE  REVITALIZATION  CORPS  AT  BC 

In  the  fall  of  1967  a  new  student  organization  was  established  on  the 
Boston  College  campus.  Designed  to  fill  a  void  in  the  university  community 
and.  perhaps  more  importantly,  in  the  lives  of  those  of  its  members  who,  given 
the  opportunity,  would  choose  involvement  over  apathy,  the  new  group 
arrived  -  unheralded,  unsponsored.  and,  at  least  in  the  Boston  area,  unknown. 
By  the  end  of  the  school  year,  through  the  enthusiasm  and  determination  of 
Boston  College  undergraduates  and  the  assistance  of  interested  members  of  the 
urban  community,  it  had  been  firmly  installed  on  campus  as  well  as  in  Boston 
and  its  suburbs  as  a  productive  volunteer  organization,  a  new  and  vital  link  in 
the  growing  system  of  such  organizations  in  the  area. 

The     Revitalization     Corps     was      — — — — ^ — —~— — - ^ 


founded  in  Hartford.  Conn,  in  early 
1964  by  Fdward  T.  Coll.  a  young 
insurance  executive.  Coll  was  intensly 
devoted,  as  were  many  others,  to  the 
message  implicit  in  the  life  and  poli- 
tics of  John  F.  Kennedy.  After  the 
assassination  he  became  convinced  of 
the  power  and  duty  of  each  citizen  to 
continue  the  late  President's  work  of 
"revitalizing"  a  nation  whose  inhabi- 
tants were  divided  against  each  other, 
separated  into  factions  and.  too  of- 
ten, either  complacent  in  their  divi- 
sion or  violent  in  their  opposition  to 
it. 

It  was  Ned  Coil's  desire  that 
citizens  on  all  economic  and  social 
levels  should  become  aware  of  the 
lives  and  problems  of  those  from 
others  and  then,  working  from  a 
background  of  eyewitness  "gut" 
knowledge  instead  of  blind  igno- 
rance, should  begin  the  arduous  pro- 
cess of  change.  Coll  saw  that  apathy 
was  the  real  villian  behind  the  dis- 
order that  even  then  was  beginning  to 
seem  like  a  plague  in  the  nation.  The 
uninvolved,  I-could-care-less  Ameri- 
can was  as  guilty  as  the  racist.  The 
man  who  complacently  watched  the 
burning  of  slums  on  Huntley  - 
Brinkley  was  as  much  a  cause  of  the 
problem  as  the  slumlord  himself.  The 
man  in  the  street,  it  seemed,  could  no 
longer  ignore  the  unrest  that  threat- 
ened to  swell  to  revolution,  could  no 
longer  ignore  a  tide  that  seemed 
almost  certain  to  engulf  him,  sooner 
or  later.  Emptiness  clung  to  our  cities 
and  suburbs,  starvation  to  our  back 
country,  and  we  were  the  most  pros- 
perous country  on  earth.  The  only 
way  to  solve  the  situation,  Coll  rea- 
soned as  Kennedy  had  before  him. 
was  for  each  person  to  become  in- 
volved in  it. 

So  Ned  Coll  set  out  to  form  his 
own  "peace  corps."  a  domestic  corps 
to  bring  peace  to  the  streets  through 
concern.  Working  at  first  virtually 
alone,  he  gradually  gained  the  confi- 
dence and  support  of  businessmen 
influential  in  Hartford  affairs,  as  well 
as  students,  housewives  -  a  cross- 
section  of  city  dwellers.  Coll  showed 
these  people  results,  not  empty  ideal- 
ism. Tutoring  and  house-repair  pro- 
grams were  set  up  in  the  city's  black 
ghetto.  Exchange  programs  were  ini- 
tiated, in  which  children  and  adults 
from  suburb  and  inner-city  began  to 
realize  for  the  first  time  how  the 
other  half  really  live.  Meeting  eventu- 
al success  in  Hartford,  Coll  set  his 
sights  on  the  rest  of  the  country.  In 
1968.  four  years  after  its  one  man 
beginning,  the  Revitalization  Corps 
was  a  nationwide  organization.  Vol- 
unteers work  in  the  areas  of  tutoring 
(in  jails  as  well  as  private  homes, 
where  they  work  with  underprivi- 
leged and  exceptional  children  and 
non-English  speaking  Americans), 
community  development,  and  Big 
Brother  and  Sister  programs. 

Like  its  parent  organization,  the 
Boston  College  chapter  of  the  Revi- 
talization Corps  began  with  one  inter- 
ested person.  David  Tine  (A&S.  70) 
had  worked  for  the  Corps  in  Hartford 
before  coming  to  BC.  Faced  with  the 
lack  of  and  need  for  an  effective 
self-contained  volunteer  organization 
on  a  campus  the  student  community 
of  which  had  been  criticized  in  the 
past  for  just  the  kind  of  apathy  the 
corps  was  designed  to  counteract,  he 
began,  in  the  fall  of  1967,  the  slow 
and  frequently  trying  process  of  es- 
tablishing the  Corps  as  a  valuable 
asset  to  the  University. 

Early  in  the  semester,  at  a  meeting 
arranged  by  Tine,  Ned  Coll  spoke  to 
a  group  of  interested  students  on 
campus,  detailing  the  philosophy  be- 
hind the  Corps  and  the  action  already 


underway  at  other  schools.  Response 
among  the  student  body  was  warm, 
but  somewhat  limited.  This  meeting 
and  subsequent  recruitment  resulted 
in  a  core  of  several  dozen  people, 
who  were  then  placed  in  the  several 
projects  to  be  taken  on  by  the  Corps 
during  its  first  year  at  BC. 

The  establishment  of  the  Corps 
within  the  urban  community  was  a 
slower  and  more  difficult  task  than 
its  establishment  on  campus.  Projects 
had  to  be  started,  publicity  had  to  be 
sought,  all  in  a  city  that  was  top- 
heavy  with  the  prior  experience  of 
well-meaning  (and  some,  of  course, 
not  so  well  meaning)  but  ineffectual 
do-gooders.  The  Corps  had  to  prove 
itself  under  the  stares  of  eyes  that 
were  usually  practical,  and  often 
cynical. 

Tine  and  his  new  staff  set  about 
meeting  the  challenge.  Through  con- 
tacts in  the  Boston  area  they  found 
that  situations  in  which  help  was 
needed  and  would  be  welcomed  were 
plentiful: 

Tutors  were  needed  at  the  Nor- 
folk County  House  of  Correction  at 
Dcdham.  The  Corps  started  a  pro- 
gram there,  working  with  prisoners  in 
English  and  Math  studies  leading  to 
the  attainment  of  High  School  Equiv- 
alency  Certificates. 

The  Project  for  Adult  Literacy 
needed  people  to  tutor  Spanish 
speaking  adults.  The  Corps  respond- 
ed, sending  a  weekly  contingent  of 
BC  volunteers. 

Boston  Children's  Hospital  need- 
ed girls  to  help  epileptic  and  mentally 
retarded  children,  also  on  a  weekly 
basis.  The  Corps  sent  students,  who 
first  went  through  a  period  of  train- 
ing at  the  hospital  and  then  followed 
it  up  by  making  regular  visits  to  the 
children  in  their  homes. 

Big  Brothers  and  Sisters  are  al- 
ways in  demand.  The  Corps  saw  the 
need  and  placed  the  bulk  of  their 
volunteers  in  this  program. 

Wherever  there  was  an  emptiness 
that  it  could  fill,  the  Revitalization 
Corps  filled  it. 

For  a  long  time,  money  was  a 
major  problem.  The  logistics  behind 
all  these  projects  were  arranged  on  a 
budget  that  was  often  all  but  non- 
existent. At  first  fund  raising  was 
limited  to  the  campus:  a  raffle  for  a 
donated  TV  set  and.  later  in  the  year, 
a  folk  concert.  But  it  became  appar- 
ent as  weeks  passed  that  only  favor- 
able publicity  could  bring  wide  ac- 
ceptance for  the  Corps  with  the 
public.  Experience  with  Coll  in  Hart- 
ford had  taught  Dave  Tine  that 
people  will  usually  respond  gener- 
ously with  both  time  and  money,  if 
only  they  arc  first  made  aware  of  the 
presence  of  need. 

Thus  the  Corps  set  out  to  make 
itself  known.  Tine's  persistence 
opened  the  doors  of  the  city's  news- 
papers. The  editorial  staffs  of  the 
papers  knew  a  good  thing  when  they 
saw  it.  Editorials  endorsing  the  ac- 
complishments of  the  Corps  appeared 
in  the  Globe,  the  Herald,  and  the 
Christian  Science  Monitor.  On  cam- 
pus, the  Corps  was  the  subject  of  two 
feature  articles  in  the  Heights. 

The  success  of  the  year  1967-68 
speaks  for  itself.  In  the  spring 
Edward  T.  Coll  was  invited  to  be 
guest  speaker  and  "man  of  the  year" 
at  the  annual  Gold  Key  dinner.  In  his 
speech  he  commended  the  members 
of  the  Boston  College  community 
who  had  supported  the  Corps  and  the 
ideas  behind  it.  and  challenged  the 
audience  to  "start  a  riot"  in  their 
businesses,  communities,  and  lives. 
The  riot  would  be  one  of  involve- 
ment in  the  problems  of  the  inner

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HEW  Official  Visits 
School  of  Social  Wort 

Dr.  Dorothy  Lully,  Chief  of 
the  International  Division  of  So- 
cial Welfare  Programs  for  the 
Department  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion and  Welfare,  lectured  at  the 
Graduate  School  of  Social  Work 
of  Boston  College  on  December 
10.  Dr.  Lally,  a  former  faculty 
member  of  the  school,  spoke  on 
the  topic  "international  Social 
Work  and  its  Implications  for 
Social  Work  Education  in  the 
United  States."  Dr.  '.ally's  work 
has  led  her  to  become  involved 
with  such  United  Nation  organi- 
zations as  UNESCO,  UNICEF, 
and  WHO.  She  served  as  one  of 
the  chief  United  States 
representatives  to  the  UN  meet- 
ing of  Ministers  of  Social  Welfare 
in  September. 

Her  lecture  covered  two 
broad  areas;  1)  the  activities  of 
the  new  HEW  department,  the 

Social  and  Rehabilitation  Ser- 
vice, where  she  serves  as  an 
associate,  and  2)  the  topics  dis- 
cussed at  the  September  UN 
meeting  of  the  ministers  of  So- 
cial Welfare.  She  stressed  the 
Social  and  Rehabilitation  Ser- 
vice's Activities  in  such  areas  as 
training  of  social  workers,  re- 
cruitment of  experts  for  overseas 
work,  and  the  International  Co- 
operative Research  Program.  Be- 
sides describing  topics  discussed 
at  the  Minister's  conference  that 
were  of  equal  concern  to  all 
countries  represented,  such  as 
increased  international  coopera- 
tion and  the  amount  of  govern- 
ment responsibility  in  social  wel- 
fare, Dr.  Lally  emphasized  the 
need  for  more  workers,  research, 
and  training  facilities  as  ex- 
pressed by  the  African  and  Asian 
representatives.

As  the  need  develops,  the  Revital- 
ization  Corps  will  try  to  meet  it.  Now 
that  it  has  been  firmly  established  in 
the  Boston  area,  the  Corps  can  only 
grow  into  one  of  the  most  valuable 
organizations  of  its  type  -  offering 
personal  fulfilment  to  the  volunteer 
as  well  as  to  the  receiver  of  the 
service,  the  corps  seems  destined  for 
a  long  and  fruitful  tenure  at  Boston 
College. 

city.  The  somewhat  unconventional 
and  iconoclastic  speech  was  a  com- 
plete success,  as  was  the  Revitaliza- 
tion  Corps  at  Boston  College. 

This  year  the  Corps  is  carrying  on 
with  the  projects  begun  last  year,  and 
at  the  same  time  expanding,  moving 
toward  deeper  and  more  meaningful 
contact  with  the  urban  area.  All 
phases  of  Corps  service  have  been 
extended  into  the  controversial  Co- 
lumbia Point  project,  and  other  ex- 
pansion will  follow.  In  December  of 
this  year  a  conference  dealing  with 
"The  Horizon  of  Student  Involve- 
ment" in  the  problems  of  the  com- 
munity was  sponsored  by  the  Corps 
at  BC.  Student  and  community 
leaders  from  the  Boston  area  and 
students  from  all  sections  of  the 
country  met  for  a  day  and  agreed  on 
some  guidelines  and  possible  avenues 
for  the  expansion  of  the  kind  of 
personalized  service  the  Corps  offers. 


Geology  Department  Sponsors 
Meteorological  Panel  Program 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Amer- 
ican Meteorological  Society, 
Greater  Boston  Chapter  and  the 
Boston  College  Earth  Science 
Lecture  Series  was  held  on  Wed- 
nesday, November  13.  It  fea- 
tured a  panel  discussion  on  cli- 
matology focused  on  the 
Meteorological  Society's  present 
program  "Atmospheric  Science 
in  Secondary  Education." 

The  society's  program,  which 
is  designed  to  interest  high 
school  and  junior  high  school 
students  in  the  field  of  meteorol- 
ogy, has  two  major  facets: 
1)  three  panel  meetings,  like  the 
one  on  November  13,  where  a 
recognized  expert  in  a  particular 
branch  of  meteorology  leads  a 
discussion  with  emphasis  on  the 
problems  of  teaching  meteorol- 
ogy at  the  high  school  level. 
High  School  Earth  Science 
teachers  and  students  are  en- 
couraged to  attend  these  discus- 
sions. 2)  Making  qualified  pro- 
fessional meteorologists  available 
to  assist  earth  science  teachers  at 
selected  schools  in  the  Boston 
area.  Such  assistance  includes 
course  planning,  survey  lectures 
and  science  fair  suggestions. 

The  members'  of  the  Novem- 
ber panel  were  Mr.  Joseph 
Balsama  of  Swampscott  High 
School,  Dr.  Robert  Batchelder 
of  Boston  University,  Dr.  Irving 
Gringorten  of  the  Air  Force 
Cambridge  Research  Labora- 
tories, and  Mr.  Robert  Lautzen- 
heiser  of  the  US  Weather  Bureau 
at  Logan  Airport. 

Future  panel  discussions  in 
the  program  include  a  January 
29  discussion  at  Needham  High 
School  on  the  topic  "Meteorol- 
ogy Education"  featuring  Mr. 
Oscar  Tenenbaum,  Meteorologist 
in  Charge,  Weather  Bureau, 
ESSA,  Boston  and  Dr.  James 
Barnes  of  Allied  Research.  The 
third  panel  discussion  is  tenta- 
tively scheduled  for  February  or 
early  March  and  will  concern 
either  Marine  Technology  or 
Ocean-Atmosphere   interactions. 

All  inquiries  concerning  the 
program  should  be  directed  to 
Professor  Edward  Brooks  of  the 
Boston  College  Geology  Depart- 
ment, Chairman  of  the  Program 
Committee.

Fr.  Dulles  Presents 
Theology  Lecture 

Fr.  Avery  Dulles.  S.J..  son  of 
the  late  Secretary  of  State.  John 
Foster  Dulles,  lectured  at  Boston 
College  on  December  10  on  the 
topic  "Toward  a  Contemporary 
Form  of  Christian  Religion."  Fa- 
ther Dulles  attended  Harvard, 
where  he  became  a  convert  to 
Catholicism.  Shortly  after  gradu- 
ating he  entered  the  Society  of 
Jesus,  and  has  since  published 
many  articles  in  outstanding  the- 
ological journals  and  several 
books,  including  Apologetics 
and  the  Biblical  Christ,  all  of 
which  have  been  received  enthu- 
siastically. He  is  now  Professor 
of  Fundamental  Theology  at 
Woodstock    College,    Maryland. 

In  the  lecture  Father  Dulles 
said.  "An  institution  that  re- 
mains the  same  in  a  changing 
world  automatically  condemns 
itself  to  be  a  quaint  museum 
piece."  He  emphasized  that,  al- 
though faith  basically  remains 
the  same,  the  "culturally  condi- 
tioned manner  in  which  it  is 
articulated  and  received  is  able 
to  be  changed."  After  reviewing 
the  many  times  that  faith  has 
indeed  been  changed,  he  stated 
that.  "Faith  is  again  undergoing 
a  sweeping  epical  change,"  and 
to  find  "a  new  form  of  faith  to 
fit  contemporary  culture  is  both 
necessary  and  healthful."  Re- 
marking that  "no  one  but  an 
inspired  prophet  can  predict 
what  new  forms  faith  will  take," 
Father  Dulles  gave  four  aspects 
which  he  considers  vital  to  the 
new  form:  built-in-flexibility, 
consonance  with  secular  science, 
ecumenism,    and    an    ability   to 

relate  man  to  the  world  in  a 
positive  way.  Fr.  Dulles  summa- 
rized the  contemporary  Chris- 
tian's role  as  "getting  along  as 
best  as  possible  with  present 
forms  while  constantly  scanning 
the  horizon  for  new  ones."

Mr.  Raymond  Rippman,  Representa- 
tive of  the  Sears  Roebuck  Foundation, 
presents  grant  to  Fr.  Edmund  Walsh, 
S.J.,  Director  of  Admissions  at  Boston 
College. 

Unrestricted  grants  totaling  $1 
million  were  recently  distributed  by 
the  Sears  Roebuck  Foundation, 
under  its  continuing  program  of  aid 
to  privately  supported  colleges  and 
universities.  The  distribution  of  the 
1968  grants  will  aid  some  39  partici- 
pating colleges  and  universities  in 
Massachusetts,  among  which  Boston 
College  received  its  grant  from  Mr. 
Robert  Rippman,  local  representative 
of  the  Foundation.  The  purpose  of 
the  program  is  to  help  private  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  meet  then- 
financial  needs.  Throughout  the  na- 
tion more  than  700  institutions  will 
receive  Sears  Foundation  grants, 
which  are  unrestricted,  allowing  the 
schools  to  allocate  funds  according  to 
greatest  need.  In  addition  to  the 
grant  program,  the  Foundation  will 
also  invest  in  excess  of  $900,000  in  a 
variety  of  scholarships  and  other 
types  of  educational  programs. 


Campus  Visitors 

A.  Henry  Detweiler,  speaking 
in  the  Danforth  Visiting  Lecture 
Series,  delivered  three  lectures 
on  archeology  and  architectual 
history  at  Boston  College  in 
November.  The  lectures  were  on 
the  topics  "Techniques  of  Arch- 
eology," "The  Architectual  His- 
tory of  the  Early  Church,"  and 
"Prospects  in  Archeology  for  an 
Institution  or  an  Individual." 
Mr.  Detweiler  is  Associate  Dean 
of  the  College  of  Architecture  at 
Cornell  University  and  has  ex- 
tensive archeological  experience 
including  presently  serving  as  the 
Associate  Director  of  the  Cor- 
nell-Harvard expedition  to  Sar- 
dis. 

Georgia  State  Legislator, 
Julian  Bond,  told  an  overflow 
crowd  at  Bapst  Library  that  a 
New  Coalition  must  be  formed 
to  replace  the  one  formed  by 
John  Kennedy  of  all  identifiable 
ethnic  groups  which  has  now 
split  into  "the  blacks  and  those 
who  hate  the  blacks." 

Urging  the  need  for  the  New 
Coalition  to  articulate  the  needs 
of  the  poor  and  the  blacks,  he 
^aid,  "We  now  face  a  nation  that 
has  grown  tired  of  hearing  from 
the  poor  and  the  black.  Yet  we 
must  hear  more  from  them  be- 
cause the  unemployment  rate 
among  Negroes  grows  higher,  in- 
fant mortality  rate  among  Ne- 
groes is  higher  than  among 
whites,  more  of  our  children  are 
facing  segregated  schools,  and 
many  young  blacks  prefer  three 
square  meals  a  day  in  the  Army 
over  life  in  Harlem." 

Mr.  Bond  has  a  long  career  of 
service  in  the  civil  rights  field.  In 
April,  1960  he  helped  to  form 
the  Student  Non-Violent  Co- 
ordinating Committee.  He  was 
first  elected  to  the  Georgia  State 
Legislature  in  1965,  but  was  not 
able  to  take  office  until  1967 
when  a  Supreme  Court  decision 
barred  the  legislature  from  again 
refusing  to  seat  him.  He  achieved 
national  recognition  at  this  sum- 
mer's Democratic  Convention 
where  he  led  the  fight  for  equal 
seating  of  the  Mississippi  Free- 
dom Democrats  with  the  regular 
party  delegation.  He  was  also 
nominated  for  Vice  President  at 
the  convention. 

Bond  stated  that,  ideally,  the 
New  Coalition  should  consist  of 
the  blacks  and  the  poor  whites, 
but.  due  to  the  poor  white's 
hatred  of  the  black,  this  pro- 
bably would  never  occur.  He  did 
not  enter  further  into  the  make- 
up of  the  coalition,  except  to 
comment  that  the  black  must  be 
represented  in  it. 

Referring  to  a  warning  to  the 
government  now  existing  on  the 
college  campuses  and  in  the 
ghetto,  Bond  concluded  his  pre- 
pared text  with  the  quote: 
"God  gave  Noah  the  rainbow  sign 
No  more  water,  the  fire  next  time' 

On  Tuesday,  November  1  2th. 
in  Higgins  Hall  the  Theology 
Department  of  Boston  College 
presented  Doctor  Chaim  Brand- 
wein  of  Brandeis  University.  Dr. 
Brandwein  is  a  Professor  of  He- 
brew Literature,  an  author,  poet, 
translator,  literary  critic,  and  a 


native  of  Jerusalem.  He  has 
authored  such  books  as:  In  the 
Courtyard  of  Jerusalem,  In 
Purple  Twilight,  and  several  arti- 
cles for  the  Catholic  Encyclo- 
pedia. He  also  translated  Way- 
farer for  the  Night,  the  novel 
that  won  the  Nobel  Prize  for 
Literature  in  1966. 

In  his  lecture  he  treated  the 
subject:  "Conflict  and  Con- 
tinuity in  Hebrew  Literature". 
Dr.  Brandwein  began  by  stress- 
ing the  close  relation  between 
religion  and  literature:  "liter- 
ature and  poetry  are  at  the  core 
a  tragic  and  ecstatic  groping  for 
the  ultimate  .  .  .  approaching  in 
essence  the  very  core  of 
religion."  It  is  this  relationship 
between  literature  and  religion 
that  Dr.  Brandwein  contended 
dominates  Hebrew  writing. 

Dr.  Brandwein  then  turned 
to  the  radical  change  that  oc- 
curred in  Jewish  writing  during 
the  18th  century  and  the  Age  of 
Revival.  He  described  it  as  "a 
new  spirit  all  around  ....  to  re- 
discover the  past  and  make  it  a 
potent  ally  of  the  present  for  the 
future."  They  began  to  "secu- 
larize the  sanctified."  Brandwein 
proposed  three  reasons  for  such 
a  change;  the  influence  of  the 
mainstream  literature  of  England 
and  France,  later  on  the  Hitler 
holocaust  played  its  part,  and 
finally  "maybe  man  has  lost  the 
ability  to  believe." 

Today,  he  contended,  the  sit- 
uation is  changing  again.  "He- 
brew writers  now  want  to  go 
back  to  the  past.  For  what  do 
you  do  with  a  message  from  a 
sender  who  is  dead?  What  do 
you  do  with  a  sacred  method  in 
an  absurd  world?"  Yet  while 
these  writers  yearn  for  "a  lost 
paradise",  they  have  "a  definite 
awareness  that  this  is  impos- 
sible." Dr.  Brandwein  com- 
mented that  "while  today  the 
ideas  are  Western"  the  literature 
"comes  out  in  a  language  with 
high  religious  associations." 

The  first  in  a  series  of  lec- 
tures planned  jointly  by  the 
Political  Science  Department 
and  the  Political  Science  Club 
was  held  on  November  14th  in 
McGuinn  Hall.  The  lecture,  enti- 
tled "Black  Power",  was  given 
by  Doctor  Herbert  J.  Storing, 
Associate  Professor  of  Political 
Science  at  the  University  of 
Chicago.  Professor  Storing  has 
authored  several  books  includ- 
ing: The  Duty  of  Negro  Partisan- 
ship. The  School  of  Slavery:  A 
Reconsideration  of  Booker  T. 
Washington,  and  Essays  on  the 
Scientific  Study  of  Politics.  He 
was  introduced  by  Dr.  David 
Lowenthal  as  "a  man  who  fol- 
lows no  fashion  and  who  thinks 
for  himself." 

The  central  concern  of  Pro- 
fessor Storing  became  answering 
the  question.  "What  is  black 
power?"  He  attempted  to 
answer  by  exploring  the  three 
fundamental  themes  of  black 
power:  black  power  as  power, 
black  power  as  separatism,  and 
black  power  as  a  new  inte- 
gration. 

Black  power  as  power,  he 
said,  revolves  around  the  pro- 
blem "that  Negroes  don't  have 
effective  power  and  whites  do.  '

Affairs  .  .  .  Newly  named  to  the 
Theology  Department.  Rev. 
ARNOLD  HOGAN,  S.J.,  has  his 
degrees  from  The  National  Uni- 
versity of  Ireland  and  the  Grego- 
rian University,  Rome.  He  has 
taught  in  the  Major  Regional 
Seminary.  Hong  Kong,  Miltown 
Park,  Dublin,  Regis  College  in 
Toronto,  Canada,  Heythrop  Pon- 
tifical Atheneum  at  Oxford  and 
St.  Paul  University  in  Ottowa.

The  goal  of  black  power  as 
power,  he  continued,  "is  the 
capacity  to  be  as  one  chooses  to 
be." 

Professor  Storing  then  posed 
the  question.  "What  is  the 
relationship  of  the  black  com- 
munity to  the  American  political 
community?  Black  power  as 
separatism  realizes  the  funda- 
mental incompatibility  between 
the  social  and  political  systems 
of  the  United  States  and  the 
blacks  .  .  .  There  is  no  American 
dilemma-  the  American  system  is 
clear  and  principled,  but  it  is 
against  the  blacks." 

"Given  this  incompatibility, 
what  should  be  done."  was  the 
next  question  raised  by  the  pro- 
fessor. Storing  gave  three  pos- 
sible alternatives:  "literal  sep- 
aration of  the  black  and  white 
communities",  revolution 
against  the  existing  power  struc- 
ture, or.  his  third  theme  of  black 
power,  a  new  integration. 
"Blacks  must  keep  their  own 
identity  and  at  the  same  time  get 
full  participation  in  the 
American  system." 

In  ending  he  said,  "the  ques- 
tion that  I  would  raise  is  not 
what  white  America  has  a  right 
to  seek,  but  what  black 
American  has  a  need  to  seek."

which  will  be  appointed  with  its 
own  individual  decor.  The  first 
floor  will  also  contain  a  snack 
bar  and  a  rathskeller. 

The  infirmary  will  have  single 
and  double  rooms  for  the  pa- 
tients, offices  for  the  doctors 
and  nurses,  examining  rooms, 
and  a  storage  room  for  medi- 
cines and  supplies.  In  addition  a 
lounge  will  be  included  to 
double  as  a  recreation  room  and 
a  clinic  for  students  who  will  be 
involved  in  blood  donations. 

The  total  complex  is  450.000 
square  feet  and  will  be  air- 
conditioned  and  heated  sepa- 
rately from  the  present  service 
building.  Parking  facilities  will 
also  be  provided  under  and  adja- 
cent to  the  buildings.  The  com- 
pletion of  the  complex  will  be 
followed  by  the  subsequent  crea- 
tion of  additional  outdoor  recre- 
ational fields. 
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UBP',  BRIDGE',  'ODWIN',  'COPE': 
The  University's  Able  Source 
of  Community  Black  Talent 

The  following  article,  pre- 
pared by  Mr.  Joseph  M. 
McCarthy,  Assistant  Director  of 
Financial  Aid,  is  reprinted  from 
the  Heights.  The  editors  feel  that 
the  alumni  should  be  aware  of 
and  are  interested  in  the  Univer- 
sity's programs  which  are  di- 
rected towards  the  betterment 
of  the  community  in  which  we 
live  and  for  the  greater  good  of 
mankind. 

Through  the  latter  part  of 
1967,  Boston  College  faculty 
members,  administrators,  and 
students  met  with  members  of 
Boston's  black  community  to 
seek  ways  of  attracting  black 
students  to  Boston  College. 

In  February  of  1968,  Rever- 
end Michael  P.  Walsh,  S.J..  then 
president  of  the  University,  cre- 
ated a  committee  to  recruit  and 
select  black  students.  He  also 
stated  that  SI 00.000  in  tuition 
rebates  could  be  assigned  over  a 
four-year  period  to  Greater  Bos- 
ton black  students  admitted  to 
the  Class  of  1972. 

As  soon  as  the  program  was 
officially  established,  copies  of 
Father  Walsh's  statement  with 
accompanying  letters  asking  for 
help  in  identifying  and  recruiting 
black  students  were  sent  to 
thirty-eight  educators  and  youth 
workers  in  Boston's  black  com- 
munity. The  statement  and  let- 
ter were  also  sent  to  sixty 
Roman  Catholic  clergymen  sta- 
tioned  in  the  Roxbury- 
Dorchester-South  End  area. 

The  most  fruitful  sources  of 
referrals  were  those  agencies 
committed  to  placing  students  in 
college,  the  most  important  of 
which  were  Boston  College's  Up- 
ward Bound  Program.  BRIDGE, 
Inc.,  the  Opening  the  Doors 
Wider  in  Nursing  Program 
(ODWIN)  and  the  Center  for 
Opportunity  for  Progress  in  Edu- 
cation. 

These  agencies  were  of  value 
not  only  for  the  number  of 
referrals  they  were  able  to  make, 
but  also  for  the  professional 
advice  they  make  available  to 
students  and  the  background 
and  evaluation  information  with 
which  they  can  supply  the  uni- 
versity. 

About  eight  percent  of  refer- 
rals were  made  by  Boston  Col- 
lege Alumni,  faculty,  administra- 
tors and  students.  Boston 
College  also  served  as  a  referral 
source  for  other  schools,  and 
provided  consultation  to 
Catherie  Laboure  School  of 
Nursing,  Newton  College  of  the 
Sacred  Heart,  and  The  State 
College  at  Salem  in  their  efforts 
to  recruit  black  students. 

Selection  of  students  to  be 
admitted  under  this  program  was 
made  by  a  committee  which 
included:  Mr.  Patrick  H.  Byrne. 
Boston  College,  Arts  and 
Sciences  '69:  Mr.  Alan  Clarke. 
Executive  Director,  BRIDGE. 
Inc.;  Fr.  J.  Frank  Devine,  S.J., 
Assistant  Professor  of  Theology; 
Mr.  Rollins  Griffith,  Principal, 
Lewis  Junior  High  School:  Mr. 


Joseph  M.  McCarthy,  Assistant 
Director  of  Financial  Aid;  Mr. 
Ulysses  G.  Shclton,  Jr.,  Director. 
Boston  College  Upward  Bound 
Program;  Fr.  Edmund  D.  Walsh, 
S.J..  Dean  of  Admissions. 

This  committee  has  been 
doubly  fortunate  in  that  several 
of  its  members  represent  Bos- 
ton's black  community  who  are 
especially  aware  of  the  problems 
facing  any  endeavor  of  this  sort. 

In  all,  I  1 7  students  were  con- 
sidered. Of  these,  seventy-five 
were  accepted.  Twenty-seven  of 
the  students  accepted  decided 
not  to  attend  Boston  College, 
leaving  a  total  of  forty-eight 
students  who  registered.  Of  the 
forty-two  who  were  rejected, 
twenty-three  were  referred  to 
other  schools. 

Some  flexibility  was  intro- 
duced into  the  selection  process. 
SAT  scores  were  given  some 
attention,  but  because  of  the 
doubtful  validity  of  SAT  scores 
in  regard  to  minurity  gruups  this 
attention  was  not  overriding. 
Great  consideration  was  given 
the  following  factors: 

1.  Marked  improvement  or 
decline  in  the  latter  years  of  high 
school;  2.  Postgraduate  courses, 
if  any;  3.  Participation  in  school 
and  community  activities;  4.  Par- 


ticipation in  ODWIN  or  Upward 
Bound  summer  sessions;  5.  Aca- 
demic and  personal  evaluations 
furnished  by  BRIDGE,  Inc.  or 
ODWIN;  6. 'Personal  knowledge 
of  the  applicant  by  committee 
members. 

The  students  who  were  ac- 
cepted were  provided  with  finan- 
cial aid  according  to  their  need. 
The  total  amount  given  came  to 
just  over  SI  20.000  or  about 
three  percent  of  the  tutal  finan- 
cial aid  available  to  under- 
graduates. About  forty-one  per- 
cent of  this  money  came  directly 
from  Boston  College,  the  rest 
from    the    Federal  Government. 

A  summer  U'.torial  program 
was  inaugurated  to  augment  the 
reading  skills  of  some  of  the 
students  entering  this  program. 
Mr.  James  Cooper,  a  1  968  gradu- 
ate of  Williams  College  was  hired 
as  Program  Director.  He  was 
assisted  by  volunteer  tutors  from 
Boston  College's  alumni,  stu- 
dents and  faculty. 

With  the  arrival  on-campus  of 
Rev.  Theodore  Lockhart,  the 
new  Program  Director,  and  with 
formation  of  a  committee  to 
undertake  academic  planning, 
the  Black  Talent  Search  Program 
is  structurally  complete.

The  Alumni  Association  of 
the  Graduate  School  of  Business 
Administration  has  scheduled 
two  functions  during  the  next 
month.  The  first  is  a  dinner 
meeting  at  Alumni  Hall  on  Jan- 
uary 29th  at  6:30  pm.  The  guest 
speaker  will  be  S.  Joseph 
Loscocco,  Treasurer-Director  of 
the  Pewter  Pot  Management 
Corp.  Mr.  Loscocco,  graduated 
from  BC  in  1943,  is  an  expert  in 
the  field  of  Franchising,  which 
will  be  the  subject  of  his  talk. 

This  will  be  the  third  of  five 
dinner  meetings  scheduled  for 
the  class  year.  The  speaker  at  the 
first  dinner  meeting  was  James 
C.  Richard.  Jim  is  visiting  profes- 
sor at  the  Business  School  at 
Boston  College.  He  came  to  B.C. 
from  the  position  of  Vice  Presi- 
dent of  the  Polaroid  Corp.  In  his 
talk,  he  focussed  on  the  effect  of 
the  depersonalized  corporate  or- 
ganization on  the  independent 
creativity  of  the  individuals. 

A  seminar  was  presented  at 
the  second  dinner  entitled  "De- 
veloping a  Profitable  Business 
in  Boston's  Inner  City".  Three 
members  of  the  Management 
team  of  E.G.&G.,  Roxbury,  Inc., 
Bert  Lee,  Dick  Richardson  and 
George  Brown,  delivered  illumi- 
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Teacher  Corps  Program 
Underway  at  College 

After  a  shaky  on-again,  off- 
again  start  in  1966,  the  National 
Teacher  Corps  is  surviving  its 
early   problems  and  is  growing. 

Originally  established  to  train 
1000  urban  area  teachers,  the 
National  Teacher  Corps  will  have 
some  2500  in  training  by  the 
end  of  this  year.  One  of  the 
major  centers  in  the  nation  is  at 
Boston  College,  where  59  inter- 
mediate and  master  teachers  are 
in  two  school  systems  Boston 
and  Lowell. 

The  National  Teacher  Corps 
was  first  proposed  by  President 
Johnson  in  1965.  He  described  it 
as  an  organization  which  would 
offer  "a  practical  means  of  uni- 
ting the  ideahsm  and  wisdom  of 
young  graduates  and  accom- 
plished teachers  .  .  .  thus  enrich- 
ing the  lives  of  coming  genera- 
tions." Appropriations  are  allot- 
ed  for  specific  geographical  areas 
depending  on  each  area's  needs. 
Universities  and  colleges  may 
submit  proposals  outlining  a  pro- 
gram for  their  area  and  request- 
ing the  funds  necessary  to  initi- 
ate the  program. 

The  Boston  College  has  one 
of  two  New  England  centers, 
directed  by  Prof.  Charles  Smith 
of  the  university's  School  of 
Education.    This   is   the   second

ture  of  the  local  area.  The 
courses  may  be  ghetto-based  or 
rural-oriented,  depending  on  the 
location  of  the  program. 

Corpsmen  are  given  latitude 
in  their  work  as  teacher  interns 
while  the  internship  accounts  for 
60  per  cent  of  the  corpsman's 
in-service  training.  The  interns 
work  in  teams,  each  one  having  a 
group  leader  who  is  a  teacher 
with  at  least  five  years  experi- 
ence. 

The  students  are  paid  by  the 
school  system  in  which  they  are 
working  and  the  group  leaders 
are  considered  regular  members 
of  that  system.  Teacher  Corps 
interns  receive  S75  per  week 
during  the  systems  school  year. 
Special  arrangements  are  made 
with  the  group  leaders. 

The  B.C.  Teacher  Corps  sup- 
plements but  does  not  supplant 
the  regular  teaching  staff  of  the 
Boston  &  Lowell  school  systems. 
They  assist  in  giving  individual 
attention  to  those  students  need- 
ing extra  help  or  they  may  de- 
cide to  concentrate  on  develop- 
ing new  techniques  for  teaching 
in  large  classroom  situations. 

An  essential  part  of  the  train- 
ing program  is  community  in- 
volvement.    "Teacher     Corps".

"Corpsmen 
are  able  to  communicate  with 
parents  so  that  they  develop  a 
good  relationship  with  the 
school  and  a  true  understanding 
of  the  problems  their  children 
may  be  encountering." 

One  example  of  a  commu- 
nity-school project,  established 
and  administered  by  Teacher 
Corps  personnel,  is  a  program  in 
Lowell  called  SHARE  -  Study. 
Help  and  Reading  Enrichment. 
This  project  has  established  a 
study  center  in  a  Lowell  housing 
project  where  students  from  the 
Green  and  Bartlett  schools  can 
study  during  hours  in  the  after- 
noon and  evening.  Teacher 
corpsmen  staff  the  study  center 
to  provide  additional  assistance 
to  students  in  their  studies. 

The  McCormack  School 
Teacher  Corps  team  is  involved 
in  such  programs  as  referral  of 
students  with  psychological  or 
physical  disabilities  to  the  Tufts 
Medical  Health  Center.  A  special 
"honor  swim"  at  the  Huntington 
Avenue  YMCA  for  students  in 
need  of  additional  personal  at- 
tention, is  another  project. 

One  project  at  the  McCor- 
mack School  which  serves  as  a 
touchstone  for  the  success  of  the 
Teacher  Corps  activities  is  the 
establishment    of   a    bookstore. 

The  store,  located  in  back  of  a 


work  very  closely  —  the  universi- 
ty, the  local  school  administra- 
tors and  the  community."  he 
added. 

The  Teacher  Corps  is  bent  on 
innovation,  a  fact  which,  accord- 
ing to  some,  upset  conservative 
educators  and  congressmen 
when  the  program  was  first  pro- 
posed. "The  primary  purposes  of 
the  Teachers  Corps  are.  first,  to 
innovate  new  programs  where 
they  are  necessary  to  fulfill  the 
needs  of  the  school  system  and. 
second,  to  provide  the  staff  nec- 
essary to  continue  the  pro- 
grams." says  Mr.  Smith. 

The  Boston  College  project 
operates  in  two  school  systems 
and  on  the  Boston  College  cam- 
pus at  Chestnut  Hill.  Interns 
work  in  the  Mackey.  McCor- 
mack, and  Curley  schools  in 
Boston  and  the  Green.  Bartlett. 
Butler,  and  Rodgers  schools  in 
Lowell.  They  are  concentrating 
in  the  "middle  school"  grades. 
four  through  eight. 

Since  experienced  teachers 
are  not  eligible  for  the  program, 
an  important  element  of  the 
Teacher  Corps  training  is  the 
academic  courses  which  will  re- 
sult in  Teacher  certification  and 
the  master's  degree.  Most  of 
those  accepted  for  the  program 
have  an  undergraduate  degree  in 
liberal  arts.  The  academic 
courses  are  concerned  with  edu- 
cation as  well  as  with  the 
psychology,   sociology   and  cul- 


classroom,  sells  paperbacks  to 
the  middle  school  aged  students 
at  cost.  While  the  youngest  are 
attracted  to  comic  oriented 
books  "Dennis  the  Menace" 
and  "Peanuts"  -  the  children  in 
grade  seven  and  eight  are  pur- 
chasing and  reading  "The  Auto- 
biography of  Malcolm  X,"  "Cool 
World"  and  "Man  Child  in  the 
Promised  Land."  More  than  600 
books  were  sold  to  the  students 
at  McCormack  last  year,  many 
of  whom  had  histories  of  reading 
problems  in  class. 

The  National  Teacher  Corps 
has  been  accorded  high  praise  by 
almost  every  principal  and  super- 
intendent who  has  seen  the  pro- 
gram in  action.  Interest  is  grow- 
ing from  all  sides  according  to 
Mr.  Smith.  "School  systems 
want  us  to  put  teams  in  their 
systems.  We  have  thousands  of 
applicants  each  year  whom  we 
cannot  place  in  the  program  due 
to  the  lack  of  funds  and  facili- 
ties. Universities  are  constantly 
submitting  proposals  for  Teacher 
Corps  projects  to  be  set  up  at 
their  institutions." 

"We  need  mofe  universities 
here  in  New  England  to  help  in 
the  training."  Mr.  Smith  said. 
"One  of  the  answers  may  be  a 
coalition  between  B.C.  and  a 
number  of  other  universities  in 
the  Boston  area  such  as  exists 
now  in  Chicago."

The  Charitable  Deduction 

Under  current  income-tax 
law,  a  person  who  itemizes  his 
deductions  is  allowed  to  deduct 
up  to  20%  of  his  adjusted  gross 
income  for  gifts  made  to  any 
qualified  charity.  The  limitation 
is  increased  to  30%  when  as 
much  as  10%  of  adjusted  gross 
income  is  given  to  educational 
institutions,  churches,  tax- 
exempt  hospitals  and  certain 
other  types  of  organizations. 

In  addition,  individuals  are 
now  allowed  to  carry  forward 
certain  excess  contributions  for 
a  period  up  to  five  years.  This 
right  applies  to  contributions 
made  in  any  year  in  excess  ot 
30%  of  adjusted  gross  income  to 
organizations  that  qualify  for 
the  30%  limitation. 

The  die  has  been  cast  for 
charitable  contributions  made 
last  year.  To  put  it  bluntly,  if 
you  didn't  take  advantage  of  the 
tax  savings  available  when 
"making  gifts  to  charity,  during 
1968  you  can  look  only  to  your 
charitable  gifts  to  be  made  this 
year.  If  you  made  gifts  last  year. 
you  are  now  concerned  with  the 
preparation  and  filing  of  your 
income  tax  return  and  in  many 
instances,  perhaps,  with  the  fil- 
ing of  a  gift  tax  return.  Chari- 
table gifts  may  be  made  in  a 
variety  of  ways,  all  of  them  with 
tax  savings.  When  your  gift  is  in 
the  form  of  property  such  as  real 
estate,  buildings,  stocks  and 
bonds,  merchandise,  works  of 
art,  coin  collections  and  stamp 
collections,  rare  books  and  the 
like,  the  deductible  amount  is 
the  fair  market  value  of  the 
property.  A  good  example  is  the 
famed  ocean  power  boat  racer. 
Ghost  Rider,  which  one  alumnus 
gave  to  Boston  College  some 
months  ago. 

If  the  contribution  is  in  the 
form  of  property,  the  gift  is 
legally  completed  at  the  time  of 
the  unconditional  delivery  of  the 
deed  or  the  property  itself  to  the 
charitable  institution. 

A  contribution  in  the  form  of 
a  check  is  legally  effective  at  the 
time  that  the  check  is  uncondi-

tionally  delivered  or  mailed  to 
the  charitable  institution,  even 
though  the  check  does  not  clear 
your  bank  until  the  subsequent 
year. 

If  the  contribution  is  in  the 
form  of  stock,  the  gift  is  com- 
pleted at  the  time  of  the  uncon- 
ditional delivery  of  a  properly 
endorsed  stock  certificate  to  the 
charitable  recipient.  However,  if 
the  donor  delivers  the  certificate 
to  his  broker  or  to  the  issuing 
corporation  for  transfer  to  the 
name  of  the  charitable  recipient, 
the  gift  is  not  completed  until 
the  date  that  the  stock  is  trans- 
ferred on  the  issuing  corpora- 
tion's books. 

Of  course,  a  pledge  to  a  chari- 
table organization  is  not  a  con- 
tribution until  payment  or  other 
satisfaction  of  the  pledge  is 
made. 

Determining  the  fair  market 
value  of  some  real  and  personal 
property  is  not  always  easy,  but 
for  stocks  and  bonds  which  are 
donated  there  are  certain  evalua- 
tion guidelines.  The  balance  of 
this  article  will  consider  ways  to 
determine  the  value  of  stocks 
and  bonds  on  the  date  of  deliv- 
ery to  the  charity. 

VALUATION  BASED  ON 
SELLING  PRICES 

a)  When  the  securities  are 
traded  on  a  stock  ex- 
change (whether  over- 
the-counter  or  the  regu- 
lar exchanges),  fair  mar- 
ket value  on  a  given  day 
is  the  mean  between 
the  highest  and  lowest 
selling  prices  quoted  on 
that  day. 

Example:  The  highest 
quoted  selling  price  on 
the  date  of  delivery  of 
the  stock  gift  was  $15 
per  share.  The  lowest 
quoted  selling  price  was 
$13  per  share.  The  fair 
market  value  of  this 
stock  gift  was  $14  per 
share  ($15  plus  $13  di- 
vided by  two). 

b)  When  there  were  no 
sales  on  the  date  of  the 
delivery  of  the  gift,  but 
there  were  sales  within 
a  reasonable  period  be- 
fore and  after  the  deliv- 
ery, the  fair  market  val- 
ue is  the  weighted  aver- 
age of  the  means  be- 
tween the  highest  and 
lowest  sales  on  the 
nearest  date  before  and 
the  nearest  date  after 
the  delivery  of  the 
stock  gift.  The  average 
is  to  be  weighted  in- 
versely by  the  respec- 
tive numbers  of  trading 
days  between  the  sell- 
ing dates  and  the  date 
of  delivery. 

Example:  Sales  of  the 
gift  stock  nearest  the 
date  of  delivery  (Fri- 
day. October  13)  occur- 
red two  trading  days 
before  (Wednesday.  Oc- 
tober 11)  and  three 
trading  days  after  (Wed- 
nesday. October  18). 
On  these  days  the  mean 
sales  prices  per  share 
were  S10  and  SI  5.  re-

If  the  stocks  or  bonds  are 
listed  on  more  than  one  ex- 
change, the  records  of  the  ex- 
change where  the  stocks  or 
bonds  are  principally  traded 
should  be  used. 

VALUATION  BASED 
UPON  BID  AND  ASKED 
PRICES 

a)  If  actual  sales  were  not 
made  during  a  reason- 
able period  before  and 
after  the  delivery  date 
of  the  gift  stock,  the 
fair  market  value  is  the 
mean  between  the  bona 
fide  bid  and  asked 
prices  on  the  delivery 
date. 

Example:  On  the  deliv- 
ery date  of  the  stock 
gift,  the  bid  was  S50 
and  asked  price  was 
$70  per  share.  The  fair 
market  value  was  ac- 
cordingly established  at 
$60  per  share  ($50  plus 
$70  divided  by  two). 

b)  If  actual  sales  and  bid 
and  asked  prices  are  not 
available  for  the  date  of 
delivery  of  the  gift 
stock,  fair  market  value 
is  computed  on  the  ba- 
sis of  the  weighted  aver- 
ages of  the  means  be- 
tween the  bona  fide  bid 
and  asked  prices  on  the 
nearest  trading  dates 
before  and  after  the  de- 
livery date  of  the  stock, 
if  both  dates  are  within 
a  reasonable  period.  See 
the  weighted  average 
computation  as  de- 
scribed under  "selling 
prices". 

The  bargain  sale  gift  has  been 
one  of  the  most  popular  forms 
of  making  a  gift  to  Boston  Col- 
lege this  year.  The  last  issue  of 
the  Alumni  News  carried  a  full 
description  of  this  type  gift. 
Because  there  have  been  so 
many  inquiries,  a  factual  ex- 
ample is  given  below: 

One  Alumnus  owned  secu- 
rities which  cost  him 
$1,187.50.  These  securi- 
ties had  a  current  value  of 
$1,437.50.  He  sold  the 
stocks  to  Boston  College 
receiving  back  his  invest- 
ment of  $1,187.50.  By  so 
doing  he  did  not  have  to 
pay  a  capital  gain  tax  on 
the  $250  appreciated  value 
and  in  addition  he  gets  an 
income  tax  deduction  of 
$250.  He  is  in  a  28%  tax 
bracket  so  receives  a  fur- 
ther    bonus     of     $70.00 


when  he  files  his  tax  re- 
turn. In  short  to  make  a 
gift  of  $250  to  Boston 
College  he  not  only  was 
not  out  of  pocket  for  any 
money  but  actually  in 
pocket  $70.00  and  has  his 
original    investment   back. 

VALUATION  WHEN  SE- 
CURITIES ARE  INFRE- 
QUENTLY TRADED 
a)  When  selling  prices  or 
bid  and  asked  prices  are 
not  available  for  dates 
before  and  after  the 
date  of  delivery  of  the 
gift  stock  but  such 
prices  are  available  on  a 
date  within  a  reason- 
able period  after  the 
delivery  date  (or  vice 
versa),  then  the  mean 
between  the  highest 
and  lowest  available 
sales  prices  or  between 
bid  and  asked  prices 
may  be  taken  as  the 
value. 

Example:  The  date  of 
the  delivery  of  the  gift 
stock  is  December  20. 
There  were  no  actual 
sales  within  a  reason- 
able period  before  De- 
cember 20.  but  there 
were  actual  sales  on  De- 
cember 24.  On  Decem- 
ber 24,  the  highest  and 
lowest  quoted  selling 
prices  per  share  for  this 
stock  were  $60  and  $50 
per  share  respectively. 
The  fair  market  value 
was  established  accord- 
ingly at  $55  per  share. 
Example:  If  there  were 
no  sales  within  a  rea- 
sonable period  before 
and  after  December  20, 
but  there  were  quoted 
bid  and  asked  prices  of 
$40  and  $60.  on  De- 
cember 14  and  no  other 
quotes  or  sales  for  the 
month,  the  fair  market 
value  was  established  at 
$50  per  share. 

Securities  which  are  traded  so 
infrequently  as  to  make  the  es- 
tablishing of  a  mean  value  diffi- 
cult raise  the  most  problems,  of 
course.  Therefore,  what  the  law 
refers  to  as  "other  relevant  fac- 
tors" must  be  brought  into  the 
evaluation  situation. 

For  example,  where  a  corpo- 
rate stock  is  held  by  only  a  few 
persons  or  families  or  where  it  is 
traded  so  rarely  that  determining 
its  fair  market  value  on  any 
particular  date  is  made  difficult, 
the  courts  and  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Service  accept  certain  princi- 
ples as  reasonable  criteria  of 
value. 

The  following  factors,  though 
not  all-inclusive,  may  be  reason- 
ably used  in  such  a  situation  to 
determine  the  value  of  a  gift  of 
securities: 

the  nature  of  the  business  and 
the  history  of  the  enterprise;  the 
economic  outlook  in  general  and 
the  condition  and  outlook  of  the 
specific  industry  in  particular; 
the  book  value  of  the  stock  and 
the  financial  condition  of  the 
business;  the  earning  capacity  of 
the  company;  the  dividend- 
paying    history    and    capacity; 


whether  or  not  the  business  has 
good  will  or  other  intangible 
value;  sales  of  the  stock  and  size 
of  the  block  of  stock  to  be 
valued;  the  market  price  of 
stocks  of  corporations  engaged 
in  the  same  or  a  similar  line  of 
business  having  their  stocks  ac- 
tively traded  in  a  free  and  open 
market. 

The  weight  to  be  given  any  or 
all    of   these    factors    will    vary 
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according  to  a  particular  case.  It 
is  wise  to  submit  with  the  tax 

return  all  such  data  upon  which 
the  valuation  is  based.  This 
would  include  relevant  balance 
sheets,  profit  and  loss  statements 
for  at  least  several  years,  valua- 
tion memoranda,  and  reports  of 
any   examinations   of  the  com- 


pany made  by  accountants,  engi- 
neers, or  any  technical  experts  as 
of  or  near  the  date  of  delivery  of 
the  gift  of  securities.

B.C.  Hoopsters  8-3 
at  Halfway  Mark 


Basketball  Coach  Bob  Cousy 

The  Boston  College  basket- 
ball team  will  take  a  certain 
amount  of  momentum  into  the 
second     half    of    its     1968-69 


schedule.  After  a  slow  and  some- 
what uncertain  start  the  Eagles 
came  on  strong  at  the  end  of 
December  and  the  beginning  of 
January  beating  St.  Joe's  in  the 
Palestra  by  one  point  on  a  last 
second  shot  by  sophomore  for- 
ward Frank  Fitzgerald  and  then 
taking  a  thrill-a-minute  contest 
away  from  Providence  in  over- 
time 90-84  before  retiring  for 
exams. 

These  were  two  big  wins  for 
the  Eagles  who  had  to  contend 
with  early  season  injuries  to  Bob 
Dukiet  and  Tom  Veronneau  and 
hiked  the  record  to  8-3  at  the 
halfway  mark.

Veronneau,  on  the  other  hand, 
has  recovered  from  a  cracked 
thumb  bone,  also  incurred  be- 
fore the  season  was  even  under 
way,  to  contribute  better  than 
twelve  points  a  game,  including  a 
good  deal  of  spot  action  while 
recovering,  and  a  number  of 
clutch  rebounds. 

Captain  Terry  Driscoll  proved 
to  be  everything  he  was  ex- 
pected to  be  over  the  first  1 1 
games  and  he  will  be  the  key  to 
success  again  when  the  team  gets 
into  the  second  half  of  its 
schedule  on  the  22,  against 
Seton  Hall. 

Terry  averaged  better  than  24 
points  per  game  (24.7)  and 
pulled  down  19.1  rebounds  a 
contest  since  the  beginning  of 
the  season.  These  figures  rate 
him  among  the  nations  leaders  in 
both  catagories  (in  the  top  1 5  in 
scoring  and  the  top  5  in  re- 
bounding). Despite  BC's  loss  to 
Northwestern  in  the  final  round 
of  the  Gator  Bowl  tournament 
in  Jacksonville  Fla.,  Terry  was 
named  the  tournament's  Most 
Valuable  Player.  He  will  be 
among    the    leading    contenders 


for  A 11- America  honors  by 
season's  end  if  his  play  continues 
at  the  level  of  excellence  he  has 
exhibited  so  far  (three  forwards 
for  Providence  fouled  out  trying 
to  cover  him). 

The  Eagles  will  be  severely 
tested  during  the  next  seven 
weeks.  After  away  games  against 
Seton  Hall  on  the  22  of  January 
and  Canisius  on  the  25  they  will 
return  to  Roberts  Center  to  face 
the  peskie  Huskies  from  North- 
eastern followed  by  a  TV 
contest  against  Holy  Cross  on 
Saturday  afternoon,  February 
1st.  Then  comes  Massachusetts, 
Rhode  Island,  Penn  State 
(another  televised  game  on  the 
15  of  February)  and  George- 
town all  on  the  road. 

If  the  Eagles  come  through 
that  test  unscarred  then  they 
will  be  back  at  home  and  will 
have  Spencer  Haywood  and 
Detroit  to  contend  with,  on  the 
23  of  February.  It  will  be  one  of 
the  infrequent  times  BC  plays  on 
a  Sunday  afternoon  and  the  per- 
sonal battle  between  Terry 
Driscoll  and  Olympic  star  Hay- 
wood should  be  something  to 
see.  Tap-off  is  set  for  three 
o'clock. 

Cross  town  rival  BU  will 
appear  at  the  Heights  on  the  25 


with  their  gunner,  Jimmy  Hayes, 
to  try  and  baffle  the  BC  defenses 
and  then  there  is  a  rematch  with 
the  Crusaders  in  Worcester  be- 
fore finishing  the  regular  season 
against  Duquesne  at  home  four 
days  later  on  the  5  of  March. 

On  the  strength  of  their 
record  so  far  and  their  continual 
improvement  the  Eagles  will  be 
strong  contenders  for  a  post 
season  birth  for  the  fifth  year  in 
a  row.  The  NIT  seems  a  good  bet 
at  this  point. 


Freshman  Basketball 

Frank  Power's  Freshman 
basketball  team  has  proved  to  be 
a  most  pleasant  surprise  over  the 
first  half  of  the  season.  The 
fledgling  Eagles  went  into  the 
semester  break  with  a  perfect 
7-0  record  including  a  big  upset 
win  over  the  previously  un- 
defeated Providence  Frosh  by  a 
score  of  87-72. 

Top  performers  for  the  Fresh- 
man have  been  Jim  Phelan  with 
a  better  than  17.0  point  per 
game  average,  Dan  Metzler  who 
is  hitting  at  16.0  per  game,  and 
center  Peter  Schmid  a  con- 
sistently strong  scorer  and  re- 
bounder.

Eagle  Hockey  Team 
Wins  10  of  13

The  Boston  College  hockey 
team  compiled  a  10-3  record  the 
first  half  of  the  season  and  won 
7  and  lost  2  in  the  all-important 
ECAC  Division  I  standings.  This 
is  good  enough  for  second  place 
right  behind  Cornell  (8-1)  going 
in  the  second  half  of  play  and 


the  stretch  drive  for  selection  in 
the  8  team  ECAC  playoffs 
(which  start  on  Tuesday,  March 
4  at  the  home  rink  of  the  first 
four  seeded  teams  and  end  on 
Friday  and  Saturday,  March  8 
and  9  at  the  Boston  Garden). 

Leading  the  way  in  the  first 
half  of  play  were  two  bona  fide 
All-America  candidates,  junior 
center  Tim  Sheehy  of  Inter- 
national Falls,  Minnesota  and 
senior  defenseman  Paul  Hurley 
of  Melrose.  Tim  lead  all  scorers 
with  29  points  on  1 1  goals  and 
18  assists,  with  Paul  in  second 
place  on  8  goals  and  14  assists 
for  22  points. 

After  some  shifting  of  per- 
sonnel, Coach  Kelley  had 
Sheehy  centering  for  sophomore 
football  star,  Fred  Willis 
(Natick)     and    junior     Charlie 


Toczylowski  (Arlington)  as  the 
first  half  ended.  The  second  line 
has  junior  Kevin  Ahearn  (Mil- 
ton) centering  for  junior  John 
Snyder  (Potsdam,  New  York) 
and  junior  Paul  Schilling  (Clin- 
ton, New  York)  while  the  third 
line  was  made  up  of  senior  Willie 
Putnam  (Potsdam,  New  York) 
centering  for  captain  Mike  Flynn 
(Chestnut  Hill)  and  junior  Tim 
Smythe  (Lake  Placid,  New 
York). 

The  defensive  corps  consists 
of  Paul  "The  Shot"  Hurley  and 
senior  Stev»  Cedorchuk  (Charles- 
town),  a  second  tandem  of 
junior  John  Sullivan  (Cam- 
bridge) and  senior  Ray 
Bastarache  (Lynn)  with  senior 
Barry  MacCarthy  (Brookline) 
the  swing  man.  Senior  George 
McPhee  (Waltham)  is  in  the  nets. 

The  most  thrilling  and 
satisfying  wins  among  the  10 
thus  far  have  been  a  convincing 
7-2  win  over  a  strong  Clarkson 
team  and  a  great  come-from-be- 


hind  6-5  overtime  win  over  Har- 
vard at  Cambridge.  Every  loss  is 
a  disappointment  and  even  with 
only  3  in  1 3  games  flashbacks  of 
blowing  a  2-0  lead  on  Cornell 
when  B.C.  had  them  on  the 
ropes,  repeating  almost  the  same 
pattern  against  Loyola  in  the 
Montreal  Tournament  and  losing 
our  9th  straight  game  against 
B.U.,  all  hurt  more  than  usual. 
In  the  B.U.  game  we  spotted  the 
Terriers  4  quick  goals,  then 
roared  back  with  3  in  65  seconds 
late  in  the  first  period.  It  was  6-5 
at  the  end  of  two  and  then  all 
B.U.  in  the  final  period. 

After  exams  the  Eagles  open 
the  second  half  of  the  season  at 
Colgate  on  January  24  and  have 
another  shot  at  powerful  Cornell 
on  the  28th  at  the  Forum  (sold 
out  since  early  January).  The 
Bean  Pot  Tournament  is  being 
billed  as  the  greatest  ever  with 
Harvard  and  Boston  University 
also  having  excellent  hockey 
teams.    B.C.   will  get  a  second 


chance  against  B.U.  in  the 
feature  game  (9  p.m.)  of  the  first 
round  before  a  capacity  crowd 
of  over  14,000  at  the  Boston 
Garden.  Other  key  games 
coming  down  the  stretch  will  be 
St.  Lawrence  at  the  Forum 
(February  7),  a  new  power  in 
college  hockey,  New  Hampshire 
at  Durham  (February  14),  R.P.I. 
at  Troy  on  the  19th  and  what 
we  hope  will  turn  out  to  be  the 
rubber  game  this  season  with 
B.U.  at  the  arena  on  February 
26. 

This  year's  B.C.  hockey  team 
is  one  of  the  bigger,  stronger  and 
more  explosive  ever.  It  will  have 
as  good,  if  not  better,  second 
half  as  the  first  and  be  right  in 
there  fighting  for  top  Eastern 
honors  and  a  chance  to  return  to 
Colorado  Springs,  the  site  of  this 
year's  NCAA  championship 
tournament  and  ironically  the 
same  setting  where  the  Eagles 
picked  up  all  the  marbles  exactly 
20   years  ago.
